The Reig:n tf Terrors 

LiOriSVlIoLE I'NDER .YIOB 
LAW. 

Full Particalars of the Election 
Kiot»— Hoube« DestroyeM — Lint 
of Killetl — Horrid Butchery^ 
Ar. 

Ws were prevented yesterday morning from 
detailing the facts connected with the proceed- 
ings of Monday, by reason of the tlireats again«t 
our property and employees, made by the Know- 
Nothing rioters. These acts of intimidation 
were of such a nature that, knowing the despe- 
rate character of those who composed the wicked 
mob, we did not feel it just to place the Uves of 
our workmen in imminent jeopardy by exposure 
to unpnwoked assaults. No serious demonstra- 
tion, however, was made, although at diflTerent 
intervals during the night, gangs of the rowd iea 
passed up and dosm in front of our office, and, 
with guns, clubs and brick-bats, reconnoitering 
the premises preparatory to an attack, ahould that 
have been deemed proper by the ring-leaders. 
We waited, however, in vain for the assailants 
until day-light. 

Yesterday we used eveir exertion to ascertain 
the entire and exact truth with reference to the 
inception and conduct of the murderous riot; and 
we foel satisfied that we are now enabled to 
state focta a« they occuned. 

.\t none of the places of voting, save the Sixth 
ward was there any unusual degree of disorder. In 
fact there was but little opportunity for fighting, 
as the polls in every ward had been taken posses- 
sion of by Know-Nothings, and, though with the 
exception of the Sixth, they used no vioIeiKe to 
hinder any one in the exercise of the right of«uf- 
Irage, they did that which was worse. Eveiy 
possible obstruction was thrown in tlie way of 
those voting who were not recognized as Know- 
Nothings. Large crowds were stationed at the 
entrance to shove back Preston voters, while side 
and back doors were provided for Marshall men. 
In this way unusual faciUties were extended the 
■nemhers of the .American party, bein g in itself 
an outrageous course of action, with full com- 
|tlicity in which we charge the Know-Nothing 
oificert ot the election. 

In the Sixth Ward, one of the icost quiet and 
respectable in the city, foreigners were driven 
fr.im the polls and then beaten for presuming to 
do that which the Constitution grants them. 
About the Court House there was stationed du- 
ring the day aparty of worthless bullies, who dis- 
graced the city by their demoniac yells and acts 
of niflfianism. 

The first severe fighting occurred near the cor- 
ner of Shelby and Green streets, about 1 1 o'clock 
in the morning. In this Germans, Irish and 
.Vniericans actively participated. The foreigners 
were worsted and several of them, taking refuge 
in a house, had to escape the rear way with bro- 
ken bones and braised bodies. This partially sub- 
siding, a German fired his gun at a carriage in 
which a lady and gentleman were riding. Anoth- 
er man was likewise shot while driving along in 
his buggy. 

Intelligence wai immediately communicated to 
the Lafayette and Kentucky engine houses, and 
in.«tantly a force was armed and marching toward 
the scene of these reputed outrages. Going up 
Shelby street this body of men and boys became 
wild with excitement, and when they reached 
Green street were panting for blood. Here it 
was that while the preliminaries of battle were 
being arranged the Americans received a volley 
of shot, I nd then the engagement followed. In 
this fight Officer Williams was peppered with 
small shot ; Joe Selvage received ten shots ; 
Frank Stout was shot slightly in the arm and 
side; Wm. Richards3n received a cliarge of small 
shot indiscriminately over his body ; Yard. 
Morris was slightly injured, and Wm. Atkinaon 
received several bad wounds. In the same me- 
lee Mr. Ether was wounded by a ball that 
crushed the bones in on; of his legs, renderi ng 
amputalKNi necessary for the safety of his life. 
Having dispersed the Germans, the mob imme- 
diately went to work demolishing the corner 
coffee-house, kept by Chris. Meier. The win- 
dows and doors were broken in, the counters and 
shelving demolished, the furaiturr smashed up, 
and the inmates forced to flee. In a short time 
this army of Vandals, receiving constant armed 
accessions from all quarters of the city, as the 
news wss spread, took up its march, stopping 
next at Conrad Kuz'.er's, corner t f Walnut and 
Shelby, who waa sitting in his house quietly 
enjoying his pipe and beer. His neighborhood 
had not previously been the scene of any disor- 
der, and he had particularly abstained from going 
upon the street daring the day. No attention, 
however, wss paid to Mr. Kitzler’s good behavior. 
The property for which he had laboriously worked 
was nearly demolished, his furniture cut in pie- 
ces, and the lives of himself and family threat- 
ened. 

At this point a fight occurred in the street, in 
whicira German, residing on Shelby and Madi- 
son streets, was killed and several injured. £. 
M. Saatkamp, a German baker on Walnut street, 
received several cats in the head. Having fin- 
ished the work of destruction at poor Kitzier’s, 
the mad mob pushed further out Shelby street, 
and had nearly reached the Catholic Church, 
vhich they proposed sack'ing and burning, when 
Mayor Barbee appeared in the crowd. His ef- 
lorts at pacification were for some time fruitless, 
but at last he gained the multitude's attention, 
went and examined the Church, reported “no 
powder found,” and then having assured them 
that they had won the election, ordered them, un- 
der the command ofCapt. Rousseau, to return to 
tlieir respective wards With much trouble 
Capt. R. marshaled the large force and counter- 
marched to the I>afayette Engine-house, the riot- 
ers as they returned, kn wking down signs and 
breaking windows. 

Peace had been bat partially restored in that 
section, when a cannon, fully manned for action, 
followed by fifty men, armed with muskets and 
bayonets, came up street at a furious rate. This 
party, uttder the leadership of Capt. D. C. Stone, 
proceeiled up Main street, crossed over to the 
head of Jeffersori, and while in that vicinity the 
following property was destroyed, viz: 

Ambrewster's large brewery was fired, work - 
men severely injured, stock and machinery total- 
ly burned. Loss over $6,000. Mr. A. was out 
of the city at the time. The pretext for destroy 
ing his property is that some person had stiot 
from one of his brewery windows at a crowd who 
was persuing a German. 

.\dolph Peter's brewery, adjoining, was fired 
three times, but unsuccessful. 

Charles Heybach's establishment was com- 
pletely riddled, and a man named Fritz shot in 
tlie breast. 

The confectionary of Daniel Smook was at- 
tacked, and the females driven to the garret, 
where they were nearly suffocated by the smoke 
from the b.ming brewery. 

Baker's house, next door was stoned and other- 
wise injured. 

In the attack on the brewery, Saddler, the cart 
driver, w.as badly wounded, and his wife being 
driven over the bridge, she could not gain any 
ailmission into the houses of any of her friends 
for fear of their being mobbed. 

The bakery of Charles Beckers was attacked 
and stoned; and the windows in Chas. Drout’s 
barber shop broken. These houses belong to Mr. 
Raynaond, who lives in the country. 

Tlie grocery store of Fred. Burghold was com- 
pletely gutted of its contents, his damages be- 
ing fully $1,000. Adjoining, the shoe store of 
Joseph Hook was similarly treated. These 
bouses are the property of Jacob Stealer. 

White the mob was at ita hipest pitch of ex- 
citement, engaged in this work of destruction, the 
most painful sights were witnessed. Poor women 
were fleeing with their children, and little me- 
mentoes of home that ware brought from the 
father land; men were cowering before the mad 
multitude, and hiding themselves wuerever op- 
portunity offered, while most painful of all sights 
the stars and stripes waved at the head of sac- 
rilegious roobites. Visiting yesterday, the scene 
of these outrages we were sickened at the rain 
that had been wrought, the homes devastated, 
furniture broken and burned, and the poor inha- 
bitants gatliered about the r ituianU of their pro- 
perty, terrified at every sound lest it might be 
the signal of another attack. V hatever may 
have been tlie provocation of any one mm in any 
one house, there ran be no excuse, no palliatio n 
for the indiscriminate burning and plundering of 
houses in no wise connected with the property of 
the souf-to-fa aggressing parties. 

About 12 o’clock at night a frame grocery on 
the comer of Malison and Shelby streets was 
burned.

Thus. Garrety, waa set na fire between twehe 
and one o cluck, yesterday morning, rnd burned 
to the ground. Mr. Garrety was sick in bod at 
the time and had been oonfinod for several davs. 
His lots, though small — ?ome $500 — leaves him 
and his family destitute. 

On Main street, a little further above, on the 
opposite side of the street, the coopering shop of 
Edward Prim was burned to the ground. Loss 
about $600 

During the trouble M inday afternoon a German 
named John Vogt, residing on Clay street near 
Madison, was shot and killed. Hit wife w as cut 
across the breast and her youilg child injured. A 
German named Kelser living on Marshall street, 
was killed. 

W alter Murphy, an Irishman was chased bv a 
large party and shot Monday evening near 
Owsley, Kinnard & Co’s Pork House He died 
yesterday morning, having previously stated that 
Chas. Genet was his murderer. 

George Edgerton, while conversing with some 
ladies on Green street, received a shot just below 
tile chin. 

John F eller, a German, was stabbed seven 
times in the fight on the corner of Shelby and 
Marshall, and Hein, a German rope-maker, w hile 
walking along the street, was attacked by a 
crowd and tcrrribly beaten. 

The above, we believe, comprises an account of 
the occurrences in the east end of the city, as full 
as could be gathered. A great many whose 
names we could not ascertain were more or less 
injured. 

In the Fifth Ward, between 1 and 2 o’clock 
Monday, a dastardly attack was made on Henry 
M. Smith, a worthy gentleman who has resided 
in that ward and whose residence is next to the 
engine l.ouse where the polls were held. For no 
off.nce whatever he was grossly insulted by those 
who wished to create a difficulty, and, without 
resenting it, he was pursued in his own ward; 
and had it not been for the efficient exertions of 
Messrs. Kirkpatrick and Bacon he would doubt- 
less have been munlcred, despite the fact that his 
fainting wife threw herself with her children be- 
tween him and his assailants. 

I.Ate in the afternoon, in the Sixth M’ard, an 
Irishman was peaceably walking along the pave- 
ment in front of the Court House, when he was 
assaulted by a gang of men standing by. He 
attempted to escape, but was pursued by some 
thirty men who had concealed on their persons 
short sticks, with one end loaded with leail. He 
was knocked down and brutally beaten, and one 
man actually thrust a large pitchfork into his 
person. He was then taken up and dragged to 
jail, the man marching along with the pitchfork 
on his shoulder, blooil running from its prongs. 
M'hile the victim was placed in jail, the attempted 
murderers were permitted to go along undisturb- 
ed in search of other subjects. 

In the lower part of the city, as stated yester. 
day, the difficulties originated near the comer of 
Chapel and Main streets. About 6 o’clock a 
man named Rhoads pursued an Irishman into a 
house on .Main street, was fired at and killed. 
John Hudson, residing on Green street, near the 
comer of Preston, was shot in the Eighth Ward, 
about the same time. William Graham, a foun- 
dryman, while assisting Rhoads, was shot in the 
back of the head by Barrett, an Irishman. Bar- 
rett was immediately seized, shot and hung, but 
not dying he was taken to jail where he ex- 
pired during the night. 

About 8 o’clock, the block of brick buildings 
on the comer of Main and Eleventh streets 
were surrounded by a very large, excited and 
well armed mob. The cannon was stationed in 
the streets, and the comer building occupied as 
m grocery store by Mr. Long, an Irishman, was 
fired. His three sons were in the house at the 
time, one of whom escaped with the assistance 
of C. W. Field, while the other two were con- 
sumed in the flames. The fire immediately ex- 
tended, burning the adjoining three story brick 
house occupied by D. Riordan, an Irishman, as a 
feed store. A frame building occupied as a board- 
ing house by Chas. Kyan was next consumed. 
Two vacant houses then caught and were burn- 
ed. Next came a brick occupied by McKinney, 
a German cigar maker and saddler. Adjoinin'' 
was a brick in which Patrick Flynn lived, also 
tenanted in part by Mrs. Henry, Mrs. Wheeler, 
Mrs. McGinty and Mrs.’Dowd. The next house 
was occupied by Dennis O'Brien, Mrs. Haneij'and 
Mrs. McGrath. Farther up the street tw o brick 
stores, ore used by Jno. McDonald, grocer, were 
nearly demolished. On Eleventh street, the fire 
destroyed tvo houses occupied by Dennis Hig- 
gins, James Welch and Mrs. Monohan. All the 
above twelve houses were the property of Pat- 
rick Quinn, brother of an Irish Catholic prie.st. 
Mr. Q. had a room in one of his houses, was shot 
and beaten and then burned last night. On the 
opposite side of Main, two houses occupied by 
Jno. Fitzgerald and Mrs. Trainer was burned. 

The arts ofincen>liarism that we have just re- 
corded, while outrageous in themselves, do not 
compare in atrocity with the dreadful murders 
that were committed at the same lime, iieeking 
to escape death from the flames, the wretchod in- 
habitants reached the street only to meet death 
in another f'rm. As soon as one ap]>eare«l at a 
door he was fired at and generally killed. A 
number were taken oft badly wounded, and others 
shot to pieces returned to the burning houses, 
preferring rather to be bunted than to meet the 
infuriated mob. One man escaped in woman's 
clothes, was detected and shot. Another, who 
came out covered with a blanket, and leaning 
upon the ann of his wife, was torn away, and 
deliberately shot. To escape from within to the 
street without being killed was almost a matter 
of impossibility. How many of these miserable 
people thus caged in their own houses, were 
burned alive there can be no computation. The 
blackened and charred remains of some have been 
discovered, while we hear of wives and chi.dren 
whose husbands and fathers are not to be found. 

But we have neither the time nor the heart now 
to comment as we v ish and intendeil to do. on 
the tei rible occurrences of Monday, of tho deep 
and damning disgrace they have Inflicted upon our 
city, and of the severe blow they have given to 
her progress and prosperity. All these offer 
ample material for deep reflection, and while we 
leave the reader to ponder over them, we also com- 
mend to his careful consideration the fbllowin<T 
remarks, which appeared in one of our Cincinnati 
exchanges yesterday, and were suggested by the 
riot here ; 

However we may regret and shudder to hear of 
such outrages, they are the sure results of Know 
Nothism, wherever its proscriptive and uiihillowea 
principles have been urged. Without furtlier advi- 
ces, we are coniideut that the dreadful inteliigeuce 
from our si.sler city has been snperiiiduced and pre- 
cipitated by this “Dark-lantern" party, who, mad- 
dened by the excitement of aa unexpected victory 
where they apprehended deleat, gave loose rein to 
the fierce jiassions, and, with all the brutal violenc 
of bullk’S, have felt themselves constituted iuto a 
band of ruffians, to carry fire and sword among the 
foreign-bora populition, and drive them from tlvcir 
homes. Well may it be said, ‘ Where'er they mo\» 
in anger; desolation tra'ks their progre'‘s ; where’er 
they pause in amity, affliction monrns their friend- 
ship.'’ The scenes in this city a few short months 
ago. have been cast in the shade by the LonisriJ'.e 
riots. All remember them with a thrill of bor.o'r. 
What will they not e.xperiencc, when the record" of 
the dreadful scenes in our hanless sister city are 
fairly spread out before them ? Louisville will bit- 
terly me the day her citizens turned uiKin thein- 
8 Ives to light the streets up with each other's bou- 
ses, and deluge th:m with blood. No Wonder the 
pajiers have lamented a diminished population and 
stagnation of business, lying may our own city 
rest without such ememie* as she has witnessed 
and still longer from such as we now most aorrow- 
fnfiy record. 

l^is is the last of a series of outrageous crimes 
which the Know-Nothing organization has been 
guilty of since it first reared iU liydru-head in tliis 
country. It is the fitting seqnel to the Poole mar- 
tjTdom, the Hl< 8 disclosures, the tarring and feath- 
ering of CatLolic priests, ,he burning of ballot- 
toxes, the desecration of churches, and the knock- 
ing down and murdering of inoflfeD.'dve citizens, all 
of which acts are identified witli its hislnrv, and 
have l»een its distinguishing characteilstics. In 
Louisville this foul and infamous conspiracy against 
civil and religious lilierty has been from the first 
eggressive and lumpaut, and it was easy to see that 
it was destined to bear its legitimate fruits in blood 
murder and conflagration. The heart sickemsfrom 
the eontemplation of such bloody scenes, which are 
so disgracefol to the country, and calculated to 
throw HO much reproach upon our institutions. It 
is. however, a consolatory reflection to know that 
these unparalleled outrages in Louisville are the 
last eflbrts of a dying faction— the spasms of its 
last agonies. The greatest excitement will b« ex- 
perienced all over the conntiy, as telegraphic wires 
communicate the acconnt of this unyireredeutid 
violence, and it will tend to render Know-Nothing 
ism most intensely iufamous to all order-loving citi- 
zens. 

Capt. rhomas. a highly respectable and intel- 
ligent citizen of Madison, desires us to state that 
before' any difficulty had commenced, he was 
passing down Market street and saw ahead of 
him three decent, genteel appearing Irishmen, 
who turned off at Tenth street. Reaching Main 
he observed a man rush out and knock one of 
the Irishmen down, while the others were chase 1 
across the street into a house, and then the firing 
sommenced from windows. This, Capt. Thomas 
says, was the commencement of the whole trou- 
ble, growing out of an unprovoked assault upon 
an Irishman who was quietly passing along the 
street.

The knowledge of these facta, proceeding 
from an antlientic sonrcc, has product^ a great 
sensation her '. It cannot be doubted that Rns.<>ia 
i« s'raiuing every nerve to secure the co-operation of 
Prussia by an impotnng display of strencth. Nor 
can it be a matter of surprise that the intelligence 
I have conveyed to yon should have great weight 
in her counefts.

Iwt at'ier a eood supply of cUam|>agne had been im- 
bibed, M. Thayer’s tonime was hniscned, and on the 
occas on of a toast ofi'ered to the union of France 
and England, he pronounced a disconrsc wl icb, 
advancing from one-qnarter of an hour to another, 
gradually tasumed the most nucoificent propor- 
tions. 

The I»rd Mayor was anxious to show that in 
long windedness no nation surpassed the Rritish ‘ 
and scarcely bad M. Thayer eeded than he arose 
and gave tree vent to his eloquemte. making a rep'y 
half as long again. Bnt tbe astonishment of the 
goests exploded in shouts of laughter when they 
perceived tliat the chsmpagne, monnting into the 
head of the worthy civic chief, was causing him to 
•itter the most absurd and cxtrivagaut lar>gu.age. 
T i'flow o'words. however, 80 far f-omdimbi'biiig, 
seemed CO -stantly to increase, until the senior al- 
derman, seating himself by the side of the Mayor, 
pulled him by the sleeve, ae a hint that it was time 
for him to stop. 

Hi> honor, however, took the interruption ia no 
very good part, and with a volley of oaths of tin- 
most ene^‘tic charae'er reqne.sted his colleagne 
to leave him alone. This was only a prclndc to a 
reamlar'mill" between these worthy city fathers, 
which aUthe Frenchmen present hastened'to qnell. 

The Lord Mayor, furionsat the interruption w isb- 
ed to fight any one with pistols at six |>aces — sneh 
were the melancholy efb-efs of the charapacne up- 
on him. Bnt by the next day the fury of the 
comltatan's had disappeared nnder the influence of 
■‘lumber, and M. Th'ver succ»edtd in ffectiug a 
complete reconciTliation l>etween them as they 
brealdasted with him at his well coveted table. 

The Snake Sfanr— The Traih 
The Boston correspondent of the New Yotk Tri- 
bune has been on a visit to the charming little girl 
and tbe charmed big snake wliicb has canned an ex- 
citement in that city. He says that tbe father of the 
girl “is a ha;in'ess, indolent looking, common sort 
■if man,” and the moth>-r “a stout good-bamon d 
woman with bright cyi-a, dlDgcnily unrsing a large 
baby'” Of the littik girl, be says: 

“She is six or sevea years old, very bright and 
bappj’, with apuareutly a strong nervous organiza- 
tion and an excitalile lemperameot. There is noth- 
ing very p^nliar in her appearance, except the ex- 
reediag bright ness of her eyes, which glowed with 
a strange light, such as I have noticed only in the 
eves of Inuatics aud sometimes in those of mcsnie- 
ix-Ts.” 

The corresp'Ddent took the child on his knee and 
questioned her closely. She said that she became 
acquainted with the snake “out in the pasture,” 
that it 8 Dg to her and sh* calh d it “Robin.'' and 
that she loved it very dear'y — loved It better than 
the baby and would rather the baby t»kcn than it.
